spondent of The Times says: "Peace 
prospects have greatly improved dur- 
ing the last 48 hours. Ths diplomatic 
(exploration of Duke Almedovar, the 
foreign minister, has been more practi- 
cal than was supposed, and it is now 
tolerably certain that the government's 
efforts are entering a new phase, which 
may" gradually-lead to tangible results. 
The precise nature of the change Is a 
secret, but there-is little doubt that It 
tends to direct negotiations between 
Spain and the Ignited States, there be.ng 
no inclination to seek the mediation o£ 
any neutral power. The moment has 
arrived when America, having reached 
ithe parting of the ways, must choose 
(between war with a specific object and 
an indefinable war of conquest. The 
present pause in Hostilities is held to 
prove* that the United States Is re- 
luctant to plunge Into a wide sphere of 
action, and it may be confidently pre- 
jdicted that, if direct negotiations are 
opened without delay, both countries 
will find their views on the main point— 
the future of Cuba—far from irrecon- 
cilable.

SPAIN'S COAST CITIES. 


(Co Intentiott to Subject Them to Navnl

not to act offensively against the Span- 
ish coast is believed to have been drawn 
out in a measure by foreign intimations, 
and to have been intended as an inuUect 
response to them. So long as the object 
of the visit to European waters la to 
jmeet and destroy or capture the ships 
under Camara's command, there ran be 
no possible objection on the part of any 
neutral European power; and, this as- 
eurance having: been given, the United 
States will be in a position later, if need 
be, to intimate that the European pow- 
ers might advantageously use their In- 
fluence with Spain to bring her to ask 
that a devastating war be brought to an 
end. 


The purpose of the administration is to 


Accomplish everything on this side of 
the Atlantic which It had hoped to ef« 
feet before fall—to complete the occu- 
pation of Porto Rico, to clean up th* 
work in eastern Cuba; ajid then, if. Spain 
fails to ask for terms, send Watson over 
to strike from her hands her only re- 
maining weapon, the fleet under Ad- 
miral Camara. 


When the time comes for this decisive 


stroke it is thought that the European 
powers may step in and convince Spain 
that her h6nor docs not require a fur- 
|ther continuation of the fight. This 
may not be the outcome, and it is pus- 
Sible, of course, that Watson will have 
to go, but the fact remains that the 
menace of his fleet la regarded as tha 
most potent of agencies in compelling 
peace. 


Should, Watson cross the Atlantic and 


drive Camara into a Spanish port, it 
might be found that we should have to 
repeat on Spanish soil the tactics of the 
Santiago campaign, and that Jn destroy- 
ing the enemy's ships we should be 
forced to bombard fortifications, land 
troops, and take possession of a city. 
Any possibility of this kind would bo 
sure tt, alarm the European powers, 
•which are Interested In preserving the 
integrity of the Spanish peninsula, and 
they might be depended on to use all 
fthelr influence with the governmental 
Madrid to render such a demonstration 
EUrT.'lUOUS.

Primitive Articles of Offense and Defesee 


Used by tlie Philippine Islanders. 


In the University of Pennsylvania arr> 


curios which are closely allied with i IIP 
earlier periods cf the Philippine islands 
They consist of a number of specimens c 
primitive weapons and arc the only exnxi 
pies of the kind in tho country. 
Tho col 


lection, meager as it is, has already aT 
tracted considerable attention, and i;i 
many visitors attest to the deep intcros1 
tho people feel in all that pertains to th. 
new territory. 


Tho curios are five in number and vrrr 


obtained at tbo rastrow (rag fair) at M:.,l 
rid and deposited in the university. 


From the saw of tho swordflsh sinf;'. 


and two edged swords were construct, i' 
In the case of the former the teeth we;- 
carefully sharpened on ono side and th 
larger end cut down for a handle. It pri- 
sents a formidable appearing implcwer, 
of carnage. 
With the other tho two edge, 


sides were preserved. In the hands oi! ,- 
muscular native these crude swords woul. 
make most frightful wounds. 


A third weapon of later date is a shov 


cutlass shaped afi'air of iron. 
Tfce Philip 


pino islanders became expert as iron wrl; 
ers, and tfie ancient weapon shows bo- 
wel! the natives of old patt^jned theii 
death dealing appliances. 
Th'o handle o. 


this iron swbrd is orna'montod with tuff 
of hair and fanciful raised designs, ii. 
token perhaps of the valuable qualities a - 
a hair raising tool. 


A fourth weapon resembles an exagger- 


ated meat cleavor of uninviting appear- 
ance, with a sharpened edge on one side 
and a long point on tho other, in solid 
iron, with a long handle. 


A Malay crees'o is the fifth weapon in 


the collection. These weapons were made 
by the Visayas, a Malay tribe who inhabit 
the islands to tho south of Luzon. Tho 
creeses are short swords oi! tho dagger spe- 
cies, with exquisitely carved handles and 
graceful blades. 


In the Colonial museum at Madrid 


many other odd relics are preserved, in 
eluding Idols of the natives. 
Tho princi- 


pal idol was of tho ftaalo persuasion, the 
female being a lesser deity. Cast iron can- 
non and small swivel guns of the early 
natives, with their military uniforms, are

lino of research, ho found cancer germs in 
wood and vegetation of various kinds 
Elm ond willow troos showed a greater 
proportion of those germs than other 
woods.

LANDING AT BAIQUIRI. 


Plotureiqao Features of the Scene—EaU- 


log tbo Stan and Strip**, 
[Special Correspondence.^ 


BAIQUIUI, Cuba, July 2.—Were it 


possible for a spectator to divest hia 
mind of all thoughts of tbo grim reali- 
ses of war the lauding of our troops at 
Baiquiri would appeal to one not only 
as a most magnificent spectacle, but as

rarely picturesque and exceedingly 
^i^ing one as well. 
But in tiro buck- 


ground of every possible perspective of 
the sceiio there \vero always present to 
my coui-x-iou-ness tbo smoke and blood, 
and tumult oi' conflict, and the stern 
significance of the panorama was too 
suggestive cf carnage to be a source of 
unalloyed pleasure. 
Of course it was 


imponsiblu not to i'eel proud of thr- 
;allant follows who looked so cheerful 
und bravo, as if entirely oblivious of 
impending danger aud very probable 
death to .many of them. 


The principal landing place was at 


tho Carnegie pier, which forms tho ter- 
minal of the mining railway leading to 
the shops of the. Spanish-American Iron 
jompauy a few miles inland. Early in 
tho morning tbo troops began to land 
from the transports hi pulling bouts, 
steam cutters, wlialeboats and other ve- 
hicles of transportation. ' Ahout noon ; 
transport which had mules 011 boars, 
drew up alongside the pier, and her 
aide wheels got jammed against 
tlu 


wharf in such a position that her cargi- 
of 100 mules had to be discharged into 
80 feet of water. 
The animals, oblivi- 


ous of sharks, swain gamely to the 
beach, 40 yards away. 


It was no easy undertaking to land so 


many troops and all the requirements 
of an,army, and tho surprise is that 
this was accomplished without any 
serious accident or loss of life. The sea 
was quite rough at tho time, and from 
8 o'clock in the morning each of the 
transports was surrounded by a circlo 
of launches and rowboats crammed fall 
of soldiers, all waiting aa patiently as 
they could for an opportunity to place 
their feet on land. Every boat was 
filled to tho gunwale, and as many ol 
them had to wait four hours before the 
time came to reach tho landing place it 
can be readily understood that the oper- 
ation was not a pleasant one to vhem. 


From noon the scene at the lauding 


place was indescribably picturesque. In 
the background, bounding the horizon, 
a spur of tho Sierra Cobra reared it'- 
green summits aloft to an altitude of 
4,000 feet against the blue of the sky, 
and nearer smoking villages, set on fire 
by the shelling of the fleet or by the 
fleeing inhabitants, added another fea- 
ture of interest to the scenic pictur- 
esquencss of this episode of war. 


Considering that many of the soldiers 


had but recently donned their uniforms 
and were just landing upon hostile soil, 
their cheerfulness and good humor w«'"> 
noticeable. 
Po=.«ibly it was an expres- 


sion of their feeling of relief at being 
once more on terra firnia and free from 
tho oppressive heat and overcrowding 
of the transport ships. Perhaps, too, tho 
music of the bands, with "There'll Be 
a Hot Time In the Old Town Tonight," 
which they played with 110110 of tho 
languid softness of a Spanish waltz, 
had something to do with their exhila 
ration. So matter whether the bane! 
happened to he on a small boat or or. 
one of the transports, they rang the 
changes on this popular inolody until 
tho refrain almost drowned all other 
sounds in tho tumult of landing. 


Not the least pleasing incident of the 


day was the landing of the M ar corre- 
spondents from tho Olivette. The ma- 
jority of them were a thoughtful, de- 
termined looking lot of men, who evi- 
dently realized that they were not at- 
tending a picnic and that all the dan- 
gers incident to a campaign were not 
reserved exclusively for the soldiers. 


About 4 o'clock in tho afternoon a 


party of soldiers that had been landed 
for some time climbed the steep hill 
overlooking the landing place and rear- 
ed the stars and stripes above the cupola 
of a blockhouse, which had been just 
deserted by the enemy. At that instant 
the whistles of the steamers and the 
cheers of the soldiers' sainted the flag 
upon its lofty eminence. 


I should have mentioned that a day 


before the lauding of the troops General 
Shatter and Rear Admiral Sampson 
•went ashore and were escorted inland to 
the Cuban camp. It was situated on the 
crest of a hill and contained about 
1,000 soldiers. 
General Garcia was 


present and he and the visiting officers 
conferred for some time together.

'Ancient Hindoo Guilds, 


Till the time of Vishnu's lawboofc, 


third century A. D., no ono of these guilds 
appears as pre-eminent, but in this work 
"metal workers and smiths of silver and 
gold" arc mentioned particularly, though 
this pre-emincnco may be due to accident. 
But the circumstance la interesting, be- 
cause exactly these guilds became the 
chief guilds of ordinary towns and be- 
cause they were very likely the first to 
band together in self defense all the guilds 
originating in this way, but the gold- 
smiths perhaps first of ail, since tho old 
law in regard to smiths vf&s BO extremely 
severe as to call for some union on their 
part. 


Tho old law In regard to a goldsmith 


found guilty of defrauding was based on 
the principle that a goldsmith can most 
easily deceive, and that when ho does so he 
is "the vilest of sinners." The king Is 
therefore directed to see to it that a gold- 
smith found guilty of cheating shall be 
chopped up into very email pieces with 
'sharp knives, whereas ordinary thieves or 
5beats are merely beheaded. By uniting 
together and ostracizing a guilty member 
the guild could inflict a punishment 
which, if it was not so severe, probably 
had a still more deterrent effect.— 
Beview.

MARRIAGE OF OFFICERS. 


WEST INDIA STORMS. 


The Armies of Europe Have Various Rules 


: It. 


The restrictive conditions at present in 


force with regard to the marriage of 
officers in the Russian army forbid this 
privilege uudor any circumstance ia the 
case of officers under the age of 23. Be- 
tween the ages of 23 and 28 years the 
dot of an officer's wife must amount to 
a sum representing the minimum in- 
come of 250 rubles yearly. , 


On comparison of these conditions 


with those regulating the same question 
In other European armies It may be 
noted that in the Austria-Hungarian 
army the number of officers authorized 
to contract marriage }s limited by a fix- 
ed proportion assigned to each grade, 
and, these totals being reached, all fur- 
ther marriages must be deferred pend- 
ing the occnrrenco of vacancies in the 
married establishments. 


The Italian army regulations, which 


fix the income of the fiancee at a mini- 
mum of from 1,200 to 2,000 lire, would 
appear to be more rational in their 
operation. Italian officers, however, ap- 
ply a somewhat liberal interpretation to 
this law, with the result that tho num- 
ber of marriages occurring under actual 
provisions does not exceed more than an 
eighth of the total number, seven- 
eighths of the officers being united un- 
der tho conditions of the religious cere- 
mony only, and thus exposing them- 
selves to all tho inconveniences which 
attend a marriage not recognized by 
civil law. 


Similar disabilities would now ap- 


pear to bo incurred fcy Russian officers, 
and suggestions haTt>, been made by the 
press in Eussia that a general revision 
of the law is becoming necessary. 
The 


question is assuming gome importance 
from tho fact that Russian officers, 
reaching a total number of nearly 40,- 
000, 
represent one of the most impor- 


tant classes in the state.—Brooklyn Cit- 
izen. 


Ame7'lcan Carpet*. 


Of all tho nations in the world the 


United States is the greatest producer 
and consumer of carpets. Their manu- 
fu^l.Xu.u ia couuiHiu almost, entirely to 
the states of Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania. In 1890 there wore 175 facto- 
ries in this country which manufactured 
carpets other than rag carpets, and the 
value of their total product was nearly 
$48,000,000. About 'M, 000 persons wero 
employed as operatives in tho carpet 
works. -Sales statistics would doubtless 
show a large increase over these figures, 
as they in turn showed over the statis- 
tics of 1880. 


Not only are American carpets suc- 


cessfully supplying homo wants, but 
they are also being exported to a consid- 
erable extent. The same mill which 
turned out tho carpets in a recent sale 
supplied 25,000 yards which wore sent 
to furuinli two palaces for tho present 
czar of RiiKHin. Tho carpet sent was a 
plain velvet, especially designed. Tho 
prevailing color was preen, with a pat- 
tern of flowers.—New York Tribune. 


THE HURRICANE SEASON IN THE CAR- 


IBBEAN SEA. 


The Month! From July to October Spe- 


dully Stuoeptiblo to Such Visitation*, 
Appalling Consequences of These Atmos- 
pheric Disturbances In the rant. 


[Special Correspondence.} 


JURA-:>UA, Cuba, July 7.—The re- 


pose of nature is nowhere more pro- 
found than among scenes of tropical 
beauty, but like tho calm of the sea it is 
treacherous, and tho stillest jaomeuts 
not rarely presage tho storm. For some 
time past tho Caribbean sea has boeu on 
its good behavior, and tho winds and 
tho waves, or ruthcr their absence, seem 
to have favored our fleets and troops. 
Had it been otherwise, and the weather 
in One of its tempestuous moods, a 
phase of its tpmpc-ruiuent often display- 
ed, it would havo been impossible for 
General Shafter to laud his troops as he 
did, speedily and without accident. But 
there is no certainty of the continuance 
of such halcyon days, and naval officers 
are apprehensive that a change is im- 
minent. 


From tho earliest times the months 


between July and October have been 
known in the West Indies as the hurri- 
cane season. During that period storms 
are frequent throughout tho entire group 
of islands. It is rare, however, that 
they assume tho violence of a hurricane, 
and fortunately so, for those prove so 
destructive to lifo and property that 
were they freqaciit the islands would 
bo uninhabitable. 


,Though occasional winds of great vio- 


lence como unheralded, hurricanes al- 
most invariably give warning of their 
approach by certain premonitory signs. 
Usually a Jay or so before the outbreak 
of the Storm in this latitude there are a 
peculiar laziness of tho atmosphere and 
a cessation of the regular trade winds. 
People complain of a foeliug of lassi- 
tude, probably produced by the hygro- 
metric condition of the air. An ominous 
stillness seems to prevail, and sensitive 
persons are oppressed with a feeling of 
impending disaster. There is a steady j 
and slow fall of the barometer, followed ' 
by light breezes, increasing to high 
winds, generally between southeast and 
northeast. Soon there comes a total ob- 
scuration of the sky by a dense mass of 
clouds; then tho storm bursts, but usual- 
ly it docs not attain its maximum fury 
for a few hours afterward. 


It would be impossible to conceive of 


anything more gloomily grand or ap- 
pallingly terrible than a "West Indian 
hurricane. Tho wind sweeps along in 
its resistless course as if it were rush- 
ing through a'vacnum. Everything is 
carried before it—people, trees, houses. 
The rain falls in torrents, and vivid 
flashes of lightning alone relieve the 
midnight gloom that is all pervading. 
Occasionally a lull comes in the storm, 
a break occurs in the dense pall over- 
head, and the sun may shine, but this 
is only momentary, for shortly the

storm is renewed with increased fury, 
and what escaped destruction during 
its first half is usually swept away dur- 
ing the climax of its second outburst. 


A few days ago in a conversation 


with a naval officer the subject of 
storms was introduced. The mildness of 
the season so far aud the freedom from 
violent winds be regarded as rather 
ominous thau otherwise, as hurricanes 
are not infrequently preceded by periods 
of great calm. "It is rarely," however, 
he romai'ked, "that a skillful navigator 
by cautious maneuvering cannot avoid 
tho danger portion of a hurricane. 
The 


indications of their approach are usually 
unmistakable, and so warned disaster 


' can be generally avoided.'' 


In 1780 occurred the most widespread 


and destructive hurricane that ever vis- 
ited the West Indies. A French convpy, 
composed of 60 merchant vessels and 
transports, with 500 soldiers on board, 
escorted by two frigates, were enveloped 
in its deadly folds. Of these vessels ten 
alone escaped destruction. All the oth- 
ers were engolfed in the waves. At the 


4isle of Mono the hurricane sank the 
greater part of a British merchant fleet 
anchored there, and two British war- 
ships disappeared, and no ono ever knew 
the spot at which they went down. On 
land 9,000 persons perished at Marti- 
nique, 8,000 at Santa Lucia and 1,600 
at Port Royal. At St. Pierre not a house 
was left standing, and the town of Sa- 
vana La Mar, Jamaica, was swept with 
its inhabitants into the sea. In August, 
1873, 
a cyclone originating in the West 


Indies destroyed over 1,000 vessels on 
our Atlantic coast and did an immense 
amount of damage to our seaports along 
the entire coast. In the great September 
hurricane of 1888 the town of Sagna la 
Grande, Cuba, was almost wholly de- 
stroyed, 1,000 lives wero lost, and there 
wero many shipwrecks. While anchor- 
ed in tho harbor of Apia, Samoa, in 
1889, three of our warships were wreck- 
ed by a hurricane. Tho Vanclalia was 
sunk, with the loss of 44 men; tho Tren- 
ton was thrown on the beach in front 
of the American consulate, and the Nip- 
sic was also beached. 


In seeking the secure anchorage of 


Gnantanamo bay with his fleet, from 
Vviiicii to (iii'ecij IJLIO iuvubiou ol Cuba 
and the lauding of the troops, Admiral 
Sampson adopted precautions only too 
necessary in the treacherous climate of 
the West Indies. In the event of a hur- 
ricane his fleet and the transports would 
bo much more secure there than hover- 
ing off the coast, exposed to the fall 
force of the tempest.

FOILED THE WOODPECKERS. 


Stand by the Flag and President, 


FOR CONQTTEST NOW. 


The war in Cuba was not and Is nof 


& war of conquest. It was and is a war 
jDf liberation—a war for humanity. So 
far as our operations are confined to 
Cuba the only purpose in view will be 
to drive out the Spaniards and estab-' 
lish order in the island. "When that is 
done, by some means not now defined, 
the Cuban people will be placed in 
charge of their own affairs. They will 
run the island henceforth. 
But the 


movement against Porto Rico is for 
conquest. It is intended for seizure of 
that island to make good in part the 
expense Spain has forced upon the 
United States by refusing to give up 
misgoverned and tortured Cuba. When 
the United States has seized Porto Rico 
and established a military governor in 
the Philippines, the negotiations for 
peace will proceed on the basis of ac- 
complished facts, which is the best 
basis when dealing with an enemy that 
doesn't understand moderation 
and 


mistakes the reluctance to shed blood 
for fear. 


The island of Porto Rico takes Its 


name from Spanish words meaning 
rich port or harbor. It is a. more fertile 
island, as a whole, than Cuba, with a 
larger proportion of white inhabitants 
and a more favorable climate. There is 
abundance of fresh water and nearly 
all the island is capable of cultivation. 
There are 60 or 70 towns. San Juan, 
the capital, has a population of 25,000, 
Ponce 35,000, Arecibo 30,000 and Maya- 
Buez 25,000. Other cities are Aguadilla 
<where Columbus landed in 1493), Fa- 
jardo, Humacao, Guanica and Arroyo. 
The best harbor is that of Guanica, on 
the south coast, 20 miles east of Ponce. 
'Aguadilla, on the west coast, has a 
large and safe harbor. All these are 
remote from San Juan, the Spanish 
stronghold and capital of the island. 


The United States wants Porto Rico 


for a station in the West Indies. It will 
make a pleasant winter resort under 
our flag ,and as a garden for the grow- 
ing of tropical fruits it will afford a 
tempting field for use of some of the 
(American labor and capital that have 
fceen lying unused of late. . 


There will be some protests of course 


against the new purpose indicated, BO 
far as it is a new purpose. But follow- 
ing the text of the declaration of war 
toy congress, the nation is barred only 
from taking Cuba as the .prize of war. 
The war is not for conquest. Its pur- 
pose is humane. But somebody must 
pay its cost and Spain is elected to 
.that part of the business, and Spain 
jnust pay in land for she It "land 
ipoor." 


Ingenious Scheme to Save the PolM and 


Its Peculiar Result. 


"Speaking of modern ingenuity,"'re- 


marked Assistant Superintendent of Tel- 
egraph Roome the other day, "calls to 
mind t!k« happy idea of Superintendent 
Joseph Donner, now located with the 
Southern Pacific company at San Francis- 
co, when ho was on this end. You may 
remember his experience in painting the 
telegraph poles of the Arizona desert with 
Esphalt.an<} from the sand sticking to thorn 
gradually simulating stone. Well, what I 
am about to relate equaled this proceed- 
ing both as to efficacy and conception. 
In western Texas, west of Spofford Junc- 
tion and for many miles, it was almost 
impossible to make a telegraph pole last 
more than six months, owing to the many 
woodpeckers in that section. The birds 
constantly attacked iho posts and actually 
perforated the wood in divers places until 
the poles bore the appearance of having 
been well bored, soon bwoming useless. 
Realizing that something must be done, 
Mr. Donner put on his thinking cap, and 
at the end of a week he had solved the 
problem. 
' 'A month later he journeyed to Spofford 


Junction, and attached to the train was a 
carload of hollow iron poles, each painted 
to resemble ordinary rough red cedar. 
These he set up at intervals of five miles, 
covering the- territory affected by the 
woodpeckers. A skilled eye could cot do- 
tprmine the difference between the iron 
poles and the wooden ones. Concealed 
within the top of each of the metal poles 
Mr. Donner attached a very small 'buz- 
zer,' similar to those used in lieu of call 
bolls, and those he attached to the tele- 
graph wires, they keeping up a constant 
humming. Here is where the woodpeckers 
were fooled. They imagined the 'buzzers' 
were insects in the poles, and then began 
a desperate sortie of tho birds upon the 
metal. They flocked to the anticipated 
harvest by scores, and the foolish things 
never realized their error until the bill of 
each was worn down to a frazzle. A 
month's time found every woodpecker tri 
the state In this awkward predicament, 
and being unable to penetrate the iron 
they gave «p and went to eating gravel. 
The poles of wood were saved. 


"A peculiar result was that the progeny 


of the mutilated birds showed bills with- 
out points, and consequently these latter 
are • unable to do any damage. Every 
woodpecker along the line now wears his 
bill as rounded as a baseball, and we es- 
pertenci no more trouble. 
Mr. Donner 


was thinking of patenting the idea, but 
did not, however, preferring that other 
lines should have the benefit of his inge- 
nuity free."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

tendent of the Missouri and Kansas Tele- 
phone company of a reporter for The 
£Clmes recently. It is a fact that in each 
telephone there is 2,900 feet of fine wire. 
You see, the phone is composed of three 
parts. 


"First tho ringing apparatus, then the 


transmitter and last the ear trumpet or 
receiver. In the first are two small cords 
about the size of a Ko. 40 spool of thread 
Immediately behind the bolls, each con- 
taining 500 feet, and in tho magneto or 
ringing machine is another cell, contain- 
ing 1,200 feet, making in all 2,300 feet 
In the second part is a coil of the same size 
of wire, No. 36, about tho sizo of No. GO 
thread, which contains 600 feet. In the 
receiver is 200 feet more, making in all 
2,900 feet. 


"In the telephone exchange we have 


S.oOO instruments. With 2,900feet in each 
the total would make 9,570,000 feet of 
very flno wiro in use in the telephones of 
the city alone. Figuring 5,280 feet to the 
niile, it would make slightly over 181 
miles of wire as fine as a thread. 


'Tnis wire is insulated or shielded with 


two thicknesses of extremely flno silk 
thread and is an item of considerable ex- 
pense, as tho spools or coils aro easily 
burned out. There is an equal amount of 
wire contained in coils back of the switch- 
board at 'central' which makes 3ii2 miles 
or enough to reach from here to St. Louis' 
with a good many miles to spare," Kan' 
•as City Time-.*

Stamps on Probata Papers, 


Collector James D. Gill has written 


a letter to Treasurer 
Phaw of this 


county giving his construction of the 
now tax law as regards stumps on the 
papers passing through the oflico of 
the registry of probate, and a copy of 
the letter has been received at tho 
local olllce.

executors, administrators, guardians

stamp is required upon certificates of 
value of estate or the sufficiency of 
sureties upon the back of bonds, or 
upon returns of citations, returns of 
commissioners, in partition matters or 
other returns required, or upon copies 
of decrees or other copies, or upon 
certificates of appointment or other 
certificates signed by either the judge 
or register, or upon letters issued; and 
that no oath required by law upon a 
paper filed either in the probate court 
or the court of insolvency is such a 
certificate as requires a stamp.

The Span- 
ish troops accompanied him to San Luis 
ttnid all apparently were greatly delight- 
ed at the prospects of returning home. 
They were on the verge of starvation, 
and I have sent them, rations. If the 
numbers keep up as they have there will 
be about 24,000 to ship away—nearly 12,- 
000 here, 3000 from San Luis, 6000 from 
Guantanamo, and over 2000 at Sagua 
and Baracoa." 


Food Kitchen* In Havana. 


Havana, July 25.—The free kitchens 


for the poor, the number of which Is 
feeing steadily increased, feed thousands 
of destitute persona, and more than ever 
are shown tha charitable sentiments of 
a city whose generosity has always been 
proverbial. 
The commercial establish- 


ments are continually making donations 
for this work, and the government baa 
•anctioned the exp*ndlturo of largo 
•urns to relieve the prevailing distress. 


The Insurgents are reduced to tho ut- 


most in the provinces of Santa Clarn, 
Matanzas, Havana and Pinar del Rio, 
where the railroad trains are moving as 
In normal times, and give very little 
proof of their existence.

YOKK, July 23.—[Special.]—It 


would be "drawing it mild" to say that 
the Cubans of this town who havo been 
f urnisliiug the sinews of war to thn insur- 
gents for years are aghast «t tha defection 
of Garcia from the alliance with the Unit- 
ed. States forces which resulted in tlio 
downfall of Santiago. 
"No matter what General Garcia may 


do," said a well to do Cuban whoso pursu 
has been open to every rail for funds from 
tho junta, "we shall always respect and 
rovero him as a patriot and honor him for 
his bravery. But, we must admit that in 
breaking with General Shafter he has 
mado a stupendous Wistake, no matter 
ho\v real tho slight ho fancies he has ro- 
cuived appears to him. I will go further 
and say that even if Shafter has failed to 
treat Garcia and his men with perfect fair- 
ness and courtesy Garcia still has made a 
great blunder. I am not in a position to 
say just what action the New York Cu- 
bans will take in tho premises, but it is 
very certain that the Cuban generals in 
tho field will bo fully informed of tho feel- 
ing lioro and that tho United States and 
not'Garcia will bo supported by us. 
"It would be madness for us to take 


other action. It would be madness for 
General Gomez and other chiafs in the 
field to support Garcia. That would delay 
the very thing for which they and their 
men have beon fighting and for which we 
have been giving up our money so many 
years. Kvory Cuban who knows anything 
of tho situation knows that Spain never 
could havo been driven out of Cuba with- 
out the help of the United States. Garcia 
himself has admitted privately over and 
over again that unless the United States 
took a hand the Cuban cause must ulti- 
mately fail. It would be possible for the 
Cubans to keep up the fight for an indefi- 
nite period, but not an endless ono. The 
time must have coma when the Cuban 
fighting men would be virtually wiped out 
by tue process of extermination, and then 
the Cuban cause would drop out of sight, 
at least until a new generation of fighting 
men had grown up. 


Willing to Trust Uncle Sam. 


"It may be that there are some Cubans 


in New York who hold other views than 
those I have expressed, but they are not 
true friends of Cuba. They are political 
self seekers, and they will not be support- 
ed by the mass of the Cuban community 
here. 
"We know very well that the insurgents 


are not fit to take up the reins of govern- 
ment- now. "We have expected that tho 
United States would extend its protecting 
care over the island until its inhabitants 
could bo fit to take care of themselves. 
Speaking for myself, I will say that I nev- 
er should have contributed as I have had 
I not beon confident that your government 
—I may say our government perhaps, for 
I am a naturalized American citizen— 
would not only help do the fighting, but 
also help start us on the road to the estab 
hshrnent of free institutions. 


"Speaking,for ruyeclf again—though I 


know tho majority of educated, thought- 
ful Cubans agree with me—I will say 
further that I have never expected tho in- 
dependence of Cuba to come until some 
time after the close of the war, and I have 
never been certain that independence is 
the best thing after all. 


"It has been my notion that the post- 


belhim adminstration of Cuba's affairs 
would be under tb£ military authorities 
of the United States, that under such on 
administration all residents, of every race 
—native Cubans, Spaniards, Germans, 
Englishmen, 
Americans—would 
have 


equal opportunities to attend to whatever 
affairs they decided to turn their hands 
to, tho same as here, that under such con- 
ditions the natural resources of the island 
would be developed as they had never been 
developed before, that the 5ocal govern- 
ment of cities would be carried on as here 
according to the wishes of the majority, 
and that representative government of the 
entire island would be gradually intro- 
duced. 
''In time under these conditions I have 


expected that the people of Cuba would be 
afforded the opportunity of choosing for 
themselves just what form of government 
and just what degree of independence they 
prefer, and I have always believed the 
chances much in favor of annexation to 
the United States, perhaps as a territory 
first, but eventually, when the people ara 
all ready for it, as a state. And, in any 
event, I have been ready and willing to 
trust Uncle Sam implicitly. 


Cuba's Only Salvation. 


"Some such programme as I hove out- 


lined is Cuba's only salvation. In present 
conditions Cuba as an independent state 
would bo an opera bouffe commonwealth, 
fit only to be placed in the same class as 
Haiti, where it IB a misdemeanor to kill 
a pig in any town, since, there being no 
sewers, tho pigs must act as scavengers, 
and without them the whole island would 
coon become one vast pesthouse. 


"With independence thrust upon the 


Cubans, all unprepared for self govern- 
ment as they are, the island would soon 
lapse into a state of anarchy beside which 
its condition under Spanish rulo, outrage- 
ous as it has been, would be a model of 
orderliness and good government. Cap- 
ital would not invest, railroads would not 
bo built, mines would not be opened, trade 
would not be developed. Worse yet, brig- 
andage would flourish and crime would 
run rampant. 
"I hope you will not misunderstand me. 


I do not mean to carry the idea that no 
Cubans are capable of taking up tho re- 
sponsibilities of citizens living in a repub- 
lic. There are, in fact, many Cubans per- 
fectly competent to assume the rights of 
citizenship, but the proportion not so com- 
petent is quite targe enough to frustrate 
the efforts of the sane and the level headed. 
"But notwithstanding all I havo said I 


wish to add that tho attitudo of General 
Garcia's soldiers does not surprise mo. 
They havo fought long and hard; they 
havo bled and starved for Cuba; they havo 
been plundered by the Spaniards; they are 
ignorant; many of them havo been virtu- 
ally brigands all their lives. What is more 
natural than that they should expect tho 
privilege of plundering the Spaniards when 
t^ov arc Hnwri? But. Gnrria himself oucrht 
to know better." 


Talk with a dozen or mo»* members of 


tho Cuban colony here shows that its sen- 
timent is virtually unanimous, leaving 
out only the professional agitators. 
They 


probably support Garcia, but their views 
ore so generally unpopular that J havo not 
yet been able to find ono willing to affirm 
his faith.

Profitable Cheating. 


In spite of honesty being tha best 


policy, says a correspondent of an agri- 
cultural exchange, it sometimes pays to 
practice a little deception upon the 
oow. The analyses of corn fodder and 
wheat straw are practically the same if 
we leave out of consideration the pro- 
tein. This is of course the most impor- 
tant element as far as milkmaking is 
concerned, bnt if we have only a limited 
amount of rough feed it is cheaper to 
buy the protein in eome concentrated 
form and usa the available carbohy- 
drates in the wheat straw—that is, pro- 
vided the stock will eat the straw. And 
here is where I have always stuck, for 
my stock have positively reiused to eat 
straw. Thia year I cut up some fodder 
that was rather damp to store and to 
keep it out up some wheat straw at the 
same time and mixed with the fodder. 
I supposed that the stock would eat the 
fodder and leave the straw, but they 
ate the straw just as clean as the fod- 
der. I suppose that the two being Stored 
together the straw absorbed the scent 
of the fodder, and thereby became more 
palatable to the stock Anyway they 
ate it, and as I am short of roughage 
this year all my out fodder shall havo 
an addition of straw to help out. la 
this way I shall utilize some of the 
feeding value of the straw that would i 
otherwise go to waste. It is perfectly 
sweet and wholesome and will in no 
way injure the flavor of the milk or 
butter, nor will it in any way injure 
the stock to which it is fed.

Summer Feed of Calves. 


Much of the future cow's value de- 


pends upon the care and feed it gets 
during the first few months of its life. 
The spring dropped oqlf is usually wean- 
ed from the skimmiJk ration by the 
time it is 8 months old, for by this time 
the cow begins to decrease her milk 
product, and there is an increasing de- 
mand for more milk for other uses dur- 
ing the season of summer fruits and 
when ice cream is in demand. It will 
not matter to the calf, however, if its 
milk supply is out off if the calf is 
thereafter fed with as great variety of 
food as possible. Whole skimmilk is too 
rich for it to make the best use of it, 
and as its solid is mainly casein it is 
also too constipating. When we raised 
calves, we usfed to dilute the skimmilk 
•with hot dishwater. This warmed the 
milk and prevented it from chilling the 
Stomach. 
We also added some warm 


porridge made by cooking two table- 
spoonfuls of oatmeal in boiling water, 
stirring it rapidly until cooked through. 
On this diet calves throve quite as well 
83 they did on milk, and another ad- 
vantage was that calves thus fed got 
into the habit of eating heartily of 
everything that was ottered, and this 
habit they kept through-iifo. Skimmilk I 
is so hard to digest that if it is long fed | 
exclusively tho digestive organs are 
likely to ba permanently injured.— 
American Cultivator. 


Co-operative Creameries. 


A writer in The Creamery Journal, 


noting tbo fact that in a great r^any 
communities the co-operative creamery 
seems to have a very uncertain life, 
eays: It has come to be a settled fact, 
that a co-operative creamery sails along 
smoothly aud everything goes along 
harmoniously as long as it can lead in 
payments for milk in tho district where 
it is located, but let its mills checks 
Bhow a drop in payments below that of 
a neighboring creamery and its days aro 
numbered. 
I cannot understand why 


this is so, bnt it is true nevertheless. 
Farmers baow that their milk is made 
np, the expenses are taken ont of the 
total receipts each month and the bal- 
ance is divided pro rata among the pa- 
trons. It would seem that with no one 
to receive any profit they ought to bo 
satisfied with whatever they get and 
each one stay by hia^own factory

HAVANA, July 9.— To a person who 


las made a study of tho Spani»ti tem- 
perament and character the apathy and 
calm which prevail throughout Ha- 
vana at the present time must present a 
psychological problem that he will find 
extremely difficult to solve. 
The poor 


are dying by buudrecls for lack of food, 
but they starve without a murmur, and 
the provision stores are left untouched. 
Even people of moans now suffer, if not 
from want of the actual neoossaries of 
life, at least from the lack of those ar- 
ticles of food which they regarded as 
necessary only a short time ago, and 
they also boir their Vurdona in silence. 


In view of all tho hardships incident 


to the blockade and tho utter hopolcus- 
uc"w of the ritnation tho abstwo of dis- 
order and scei-os of riot that have so far 
prevailed in tho city is remarkable. 
I 


wrote the ''hopelessness of the situa- 
tion, " but this rather applies to the ac- 
tual state of things than to tho way 
the Spanish residents of Havana regard 
them. They apparently still entertain 
some hope of a final fortunate termina- 
tion of their troubles, and, blind to the 
logic of events, they either do not be- 
lieve in reported American successes or 
view them as of no importance what- 
3ver. ' When they condescend in their 
naughty pride to discuss the subject of 
the \var. thc-y almost invariably will 
not admit the possibility of the ultimate 
defeat of Spain, but they assign no rea- 
son for their hope. 
Others of the more 


.ntelligpnt are despondent as to the ul- 
timate issue, but it is a subject upon 
which all are inclined to be reticent, 
and it is much safer for a foreigner to 
isk no questions and display no sympa- 
hy with the enemies of Spain.

There is 
no broad obtainable, even for the troops, 
but they are yet plentifully supplied 
with hard tack, which has to do service 
for bread generally among the wealthy 
as well.

degree of intelligence of our soldiers, 
that men of every profession and walk 
in life, from millionaires to day laborers, 
might be found among the ranks of .the 
privates. He was probably correct in his 
statement except in one small detail. 
He would not find any professional pu- 
gilists in the ranks of the army. Fight- 
ing is too hard work for the modern 
boxer. It is hard enough for him to face 
an opponent once a year or so in his 
own line, and a fight in the broiling 
heat of a tropical summer, during which 
he must suffer from all the vicissitudes 
of a hard campaign and carry a gun 
and 60 to SO pounds of baggage, is a 
fight that is not to be taken on under 
any circumstances. He prefers to be an 
"actor" or pose before the multitude, 
even if now and then he is compelled to 
go through the arduous task of training 
and the ordeal of the ring. 


It is a curious fact, but nevertheless 


in most cases a true one, that the "high- 
er" a boxer rises in his business—that 
is, the more prominent he becomes—the 
harder it is to get him to fight. When 
he starts out as a bantam or light- 
weight, he is willing to fight at the drop 
of t-he hat tor any sized purse or just for 
the fun of the thing. As he gets on and 
wins—or loses—battles it becomes more 
and mqre difficult *.o get him inside the 
ropes except to issue a verbal challenge, 
which he knows will never be taken up. 
At last, when he nears the top of the 
heap or has had enough advertising to 
make his starring tour a financial suc- 
cess, the ropes of the ring give prefer- 
ence to vocal chords, and the only fight- 
ing he is really anxious to do is with his 
mouth. 


For some weeks past there have been 


rumors of many pugilistic encounters 
in the air. It is not unusual, however, 
for these challenges and postings of for- 
feits to occur so frequently at this time 
of the year, when the theatrical season 
is over and press agents are getting up 
material to advertise their shows next 
fall. 


There are now eight men who lay 


claim to the championship of the world 
on this pretense or that, and we are 
sure to hear every now and then of a 
bombastic challenge or a frantic speech 
at the ringside by one of these men or 
his manager. These eight fighters are 
Fitzsimmons, Corbett, Sharkey, McCoy 
Jeffries, Jackson, Maher and Choynski! 
Since Fitzsimmons defeated Corbett/at' 
Carson City, Nev., the latter has ex- 
hausted, his vocabulary of abuse in an 
effort, either pretended or real, to get 
en another go with the Australian. The 
chances of their ever meeting in the,' 
ring aaain are very slight, however. 


Since McCoy bested Euhlln some 


weeks ago at Coney Island a plethora 
of challenges has 
been issued, and 


reams of typewriter paper have been 
wasted by pugilists who never intended, 
to fight or expected their defies to be 
taken in earnest. One of these vapor- 
ings was the challenge issued by "Kid" 
McCoy to Corbett. McCoy did not have 
any intention of fighting: the ex-cham- 
pion, as he does not intend to try for 
the championship belt for another two 
years at least. His idea in making a 
bluff at Corbett was to get a contest 
arranged with Choynski, who has been 
fighting shy of him of late. Corbett, 
however, scenting a good thing and a 
chance to rake in some money during 
his spare time, took up McCoy's 
. 


Articles have been signed according to 
which the men are to meet 071 Sept. 10 
before the Hawthorne A. C. of Buffalo 
The contest will be for 20 rounds for 
a purse of $20,000.

To tho Editor of the Transcript: 


The question in regard to the num- 


ber of places licensed in Nortu Adams 
is.as 1 have before stated,a question not 
of opinion but of fact. Facts to be as- 
certained by one of our citizens as 
they read the applications for licenses 
as published Apr. 21 and as they see for 
themselves that thw is no difference 
between the bottling establishments 
as now carried on under the cover of 
the names of turns which first and 
fourth class licenses to carry on busi- 
ness in other places have been granted, 
and the same bottling establishments, 
were they carried on under different 
names and separate licenses. 


The one question to put to any li- 


cense commission is this, "Are you 
justified when granting a first anO 
fourth class license to a firm to be ex- 
ercised in one place and a fifth class 
license 
lu 
be 
e\erciried 
in 
an- 


other, regarding both places as one 
of the 
-i>laces' to which the law de- 


clares you are entitled?" 


I had so far recognized the responsi- 


bilities of my position before my first 
public utterance, as to base my state- 
ment of the law and the facts upon the 
impartial legal advice of a lawyer, fa- 
miliar with Massachusetts law but no 
a resident of North Adams, and was 
also a\vare that my opinion was not a 
new one to lawyers in North Adams. 
Legal opinion of my argument, as ex 
pressed before I made it public, coin 
cided with the opinion of an eminen 
legal authority, formerly a professor 
in the law school of Columbia universi 
ty, who upon reading my first addrc-s 
wrote to me of his own accord, "You 
feem to have a copper fastened C 
against the commissioners." 


Your reporter is wrong in thinking 


that a legal 
opinion was 
an 
afte 


thought with me, after awaking to tin 
tact that I had positively asserted : 
doubtful fact. In justice to my owt 
sense of right, to my regard for lega 
authority and my respect for the nee 
essary laws of the human mind and 
language, I expressed a positive opin 
ion upon the number of licenses an 
asked my hearers to do the same. 


If any personal attack was made up 


on the commissioners whom I have fo 
several years known and esteemed, i 
was the attack connected with what 
endeavored to make an impartial re 
hearsal of the law and the facts. 


I was concerned with public senti 


ment, not with the commissioners am 
affirmed them what I believe will- 
equal force today, that if the peopl 
expressed themselves upon the ques 
tion, the commissioners would refiec 
their opinion. 


If the commissioners are slow to act 


their decision may be hastened by an 
appeal to the courts. 


I am in communication with even 


board of 
license commissioners an 


every city clerk in the state and ha\ 
thus far not found a single case whie 
could lead me to wish that my f t - i 1 
ments had been less positive. Tin- i i 
ter I enclose and a^k you to print, lioi 
the commissioners of Lowell might in- 
deed be construed with being a "sen- 
sational attack upon the commission- 
ers" were it not true that the writer, 
knowing nothing of either the com- 
missioners of North Adams or of the 
one who asked him to answer certain 
questions in regartj to the conduct of 
the business in Lowell, -wrote what he 
did in the interests of the law and the 
truth.

Dear sir:—In response to your es- 


teemed favor of July 19, I will say that 
the law is explicit 
in 
limiting 
the 


liquor traffic to one licensed "place" 
to every one thousand of population, 
in all communities outside of Boston. 


The practice in this city is to issue 


only licenses of thfe first, fourth and 
sixth classes: only one fifth class li- 
cense is issued'and that to a brewing 
company. Ail innholders (hotels) and 
common victuallers are compelled to 
take out first and fourth class licenses 
in conjunction, for the reason that it 
is practically impossible 
to prevent 


goods from being sold not to be drunk 
on the premises. 
As a matter of ex- 


perience, no matter how well disposed 
the license may be, goods will be pur- 
chased and carried out by the pur- 
chaser, and we find it a. saver method 
to license dealers to do this and make 
them pay for the privilege. To inn- 
holders and common victuallers this 
board will not grant single licenses; 
they compel the taking1 of both. To 
wholesale dealers we issue a fourth 
class license; but they must be whole- 
salers in fact as well as in pretense. 


While all licenses 
run to the in- 


dividual and not to the place—a legal 
anomaly—only a limited 
number of 


places can be licensed. 
A first and 


fourth class license, for instance at 
8G Main street and a fifth class license 
at 49 Cedar street could be issued in 
the discretion of the board to Uie one 
person; but they would be two licensed 
places. "We are allowed under the law 
84 licensed places—eliminating 
drug 


stores—and the board could if so dis- 
posed issue all 84 to John Brown; but 
they would be 84 licenses. It is places 
not persons, that count. You cannot 
group two separate and distinct lo- 
calities and call 
them one "place," 


the law explicitly requires that the 
licensed premises shall be connected 
together and be a perfect whole. A 
licensed island, if I may use the figure 
of speech, in a sea of unlicensed real 
estate. A licensed place cannot be cut 
up into sections and scattered around 
a community, any more than a man 
may be dissected and each member 
be dignified as a citizen and be given 
the right of suffrage. 


The law allows 84 licensed places In 


Lowell, which are divided as follows: 


(1) Qne brewery working under a 


5th class license, $1,500. 


(3) Three wholesale dealers under a 


fourth class licenses, $500; In conjunc- 
tion, $1,800. 


(15) 
Fifteen hotels with 15 first class 


licenses, $1,500; 15 fourth class licenses 
in conjunction, $uuu. 


(65) 
Sixty- five common victuallers 


with 35 first class licenses, $1,500 15 
class licenses in conjunction, 
$1,800. 


Making a. total of 84 places.
